The Opera House has been a 
busy place some days during 
the past thrcle weeks as the 
canning operations of the Wel¬ 
fare committees of the two Hay 
mond wards have been carried 
out there, with good co opera 
tion from the members of the 
wards and a fine lot of vege- 
teables already processed and 
more to come. On Wednesday 
we received this report of what 
had been done from Stan. Jones, 
not to the exact can but ap 
proximately. 

4,500 cans of beans; 800 cans 
of corn, & they are just getting 
started on this, expecting to 
process aljout 5,000 tins of it; 
500 can* of peas; 800 cans ol 
beetr and about 40 gallons of 
pickles. before the season is 
over they exiiect to can a large 
quantity of meat of one kind 
and another from the donations 
of the people and from hogs now 
being raised on welfare projects 
by Quorum monitor*. They also 
expect to have a ton or more of 
dried toan s to go into the store 
house. 

The canned goods are stored 
in the basement of A.W. Jones 
home and according to those in 
charge, to date thd material 
has kept in almoste perfect con 
dition, not a bad can having 
been found so far. 

Mrs. A. Winkler and Mrs. V. 
Phillips have represented the 
ladien of the two wards in the 

canning program, with Mrs. Le 0 
Vance in charge of the canning 
machine, and Elders Stan. Jones, 
of the 1st Ward and Marlin 
Alin id r.nd Orson Ander?on for 
the 2nd Ward have acted for the 
men in the various quorums. 

Also in the Welfare program 
are a First Ward patch of beets, 
operated on a ward basis, and 
a beet patch, of about 5 acres, 
being grown by the Seventies 
group of the 2nd Ward. Both 
these projects are showing tine 
prospects to date. There may 
also lie other projects that we 
are not aware of, but from what 
we can learn, the welfare work 
is being well supported through 
out the town of Raymond and 
the Taylor stake, and there will 
be a liberal supply of foodstuff? 
a nd cash in the hands of Church 
authorities to assist those in 
distress during the coming 
winter months.

The past weejk has witnessed 
deep air raids into Germany, 
in fact right over Berlin, by the 
R.A.F. and from reports of the 
British authorities, as well as 
from forced admission^ from 
the German reporters, tlies

Britain was not withou 
ships by any means, but th 
submarines and mines had taken 
a heavy toll and the blockade 
while still maintained, was be 
coming more diffiult to keep up 
t n the strangulation effect o*f 
it to date. The* destroyers were 
not needed badly by the States, 
but the bases for defense were, 
and it was a trade mutually ben 
cficial L» both pariicv; to add to 
the protection of the West err 
Hemisphere by the use of these 
destroyers now, and to further 
its strength Later on when these 
air and naval bases are complet 
cd and manned. 

No one can know Germany’s 
present position. Thefre are 
however occasional snatches of 
news which make it appear that 
she is feeling the effect of the 
first year of war. Onq report 
stated thi?it a pilot captured in a 
German plane was a fifteen year 
old boy. It. would seem that if 
this class muist now bo used for 
attack that the main strength o 1 
the air force is definitely gone.
